Lead Duty Increased 


Permanent Advantage Will Accrue 
--Miners Pleased 


The duty on dry white lead, now 5 per 
cent, isto be increased to 30 percent, 
and the duty on white lead ground in 
oil, now 25 per cent is to be increased to 
35 per cent. 

The foregoing announcement was made 
by Finance Minister Fielding in the 
couree of his budget epeech iv the House 
at Ottawa, and the announcement has 
heen received with great eatisfaction by 
all those interested in the lead mining 
industry. From other sources it is learn- 
ed that the collectors of customs have 
received telegravhic instructions from 
Ottawa to collect duties as set forth 
above. , 

The situation may be hest ganged by 
the upshot of an interview frum Rose- 
Jand with Jamea Cronin, manager of the 
War Eagle, Centre Star and of the St.

“The prompt action of the Government 
has done much towards helping the min- 
ing situation in the Kootenay. We bave 
now sumething solid, and what ia more 
eumethinggyermanent.: Ite results shogld 
be seen immediately and ita results will 
be more and mure apparent ge the time 
gves on.

Buchanan, the vutput of the province 
wae 27,000 tons. Of thie 11,000 tone were 
wold in Europe and 16,000 tuve marketed 
through the lucal emelters. This year 
there will be no such 11,000 tone of 
Duunty ore sold in Europe. The bounty 
on export ure has ceased. Then itis the 
province of the smelters to dispuse of, to 
market, the whole production.

**Last year, therefore, there were inar- 
keted in Europe 11,000 tons, in Canada 
7000 tons, and in the Orient, China and 
Japan, 9,000 tons. The, new duties will 
give an added market in the Dominion 
of about6,000 tons. Very well, then, itis 
apparent that during the year to come 
the marketer hae tu dispose of 27,000 
tans. For thie he has a market in Can- 
ada of 13,000 tons, in the Orient of 9,000 
and there remains 5,000 tons to be die- 
posed of, 

‘Ie must be remembered that the 
Orient market is something new to us. 
That market ie due to the energy and 
acumen of W.H. Aldridge. Why, Ido 
net know, but it is true nevertheless, 
that the chief competitor of the B.C.

competition and W. H. Aldridge is 
evidently the master of the situation.

“Now, European emelters are getting

, Silver ore. Any emelter man will tell 
you that in order to profitably smelt 
thie, lead ore is wanted. But it must be 


over, otherwise the shipper ia paying 
fur much siliva in his transportation 
rates. Lead ore of the deecription al- 
Juded to is favorably quoted by the 
Eucopean amelters. Lt is the dry ores 
that heve éy pay the high rates, jast the 
reverse of the condition that obtains in 
this country. Henge the European emel- 
| ters wre giving a much more favorable 


rate than is paid ‘y the local emelters. | 
Again the price of lead is climbing up. 

Four years ago the price was around 

£17 and £18. Now it is higher than it 

has been for years past and is near £14, 

consequently mines which possess high

A. McPherson made a trip from Golden last week up 
the valley to purchase land for the Kootenay Central Rail- 
way right-of-way along the survey on the east side of the 
river, and another man came from the south on the same 
business. Their coming created a revival of railway talk 
and was the subject of much comment. 

From all that can be learnel Mr. McPherson was suc- 
cessful in getting agreements of sale from the majority of 
the ranchers along the route, although some regret their 
actions already. 


About half a dozen ranchers refused to 
sell at the prices offered them. It appears Mr. McPherson 
offered $1 an acre for unimproved land and from $40 to $50 
an acre for improved land, and presented an iron-clad 
agreement that left the land-owner no privileges and the 
railway every privilege. Some ranchers are quite indig- 
nant at the propositions made them and a few quite well 
satisfied. However, this is usually the case in such matters 
and the differences will ultimately be settled by arbitration 
and in no case can it deter construction. Therancher who 
has not secured his title to his land is, perhaps, the most 
unfortunate individual. It is claimed that some of the 
land the survey passes through cost $100 an acre to clear 
and that it se cuts up the land that whole ranches will be 
useless fur the purposes they are now utilized for. In such 
instances it is natural that strong objections are made and 
that high prices are asked. 

Nevertheless, notwithstanding these unpleasant incid- 
ents, the people are deliguted with this move, knowing it 
is another move towards early railway construction.

Max Heberlein is the famous inventor of the Hunting 
ton Heberlein process of roasting lead ores, ,a process now 
introduced at the Sullivan smelter, Marysville. As this 
process gives promise of restoring prosperity to the rilver- 
lead reines of Kootenay the following interview with the 
inventor cannot fail to’ be read with keen interest. The 
interview was obtained by the Nelson Daily News when the 
inventor waa on his way to Trail, avowedly for the purpose 
of conferring with the managers of the smelters at Trail 
and Nelson as to the introduction of the process at those 
lead reduction works. 

Mr. Heberlein maintained that the success of the pro- 
cess hal already been demonstrated and that there was no 
longer any question as to its usefulness. He said: 

“Murysville is turning out 20 tons of bullion a day and 
is enabled to do so because of the Heberlein process. With- 
out that process the Sullivan ore is such that it could not 
we treated economically. 

“The Heberlein process enables the blast furnace to 
take a charge 50 percent greater than by the ordinary 
yhethods. That is to say, the blast furnaces can treat three 
wns of ore with this process whereas formerly they could 
unly treat two tons.
